In response to the Final Office Action dated 08/09/2005, applicant argues that (1) Hoffpauir does not disclose an 
exchange process for applications or protocols between two subscribers via a network [p.2, lines 13-21] and (2) Hoffpauir does 
not teach or suggest the exchange of applications or protocols between two subscribers via a networic [p. 2, lines 24 - 25] 

As to argument (1), examiner notes that the claims do not recite an exchange process for applications or protocols 
between two subscribers. Instead, the claims recite a first application for signaling for a first subscriber and a second application 
for call processing between the first subscriber and second subscriber. Hoffpauir teaches a first application for signal processing 
[col. 13. lines 35 - 60 and col. 6, lines 4-18] and a second application for call processing between the first subscriber and second 
subscriber [call processing application 54; col. 14, lines 37 - 57; col. 13, lines 55 - 60; col. 14, line 58 - col. 15, line 2]. The call 
processing application performs call processing between any two subscribers [i.e. jnobite subscribers with others outside of the 
traditional wireless telecommunications systems; col. 6, lines 4 - 18]. Although, Hoffpauir teaches using the first and second 
applications for signaling and call processing between any two subscribers, the claims do not require a dedicated first signaling 
application for each subscriber or a dedicated call processing application for each pair of subscribers. 

As to argument (2), examiner respectfully notes that the claims do not recite the feature of "exchange of applications 
or protocols between two subscribers via a network". Examiner notes that the claims recite exchanging call and signaling data 
and not exchanging applications or protocols. 
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
